Before giving a precis of the main points of the 
monthly meeting held on 17th January 1978, I would 
like to personally record my thanks to the public- 
spirited gentleman who phoned me about the damaged 
water pipe in the Green Hut on Saturday afternoon, 
January 21st. Thank you, Sir, your thoughtful action 
has prevented the hut sustaining really serious 
damage. 

The full text of the meeting will appear on the 
Notice Board in about 14 days time. 

Wet Areas on the Vill a ge Green 
"This is particularly bad in the area of the 
childrens swings and slide and the Adventure Playground. 
Vfillst much is due to the inclement weather conditions 
of recent weeks, there is obviously a long-standing 
problem with drainage.The very nature of the ground, 
together with the fact that the mounds of the 
Adventure Playground have formed a barrier enclosing 
ground that was already below reasonable natural 
drainage level, has made this a reservoir for water 
running down the Village Green from south to north. 
Nothing can be done until we have drier weather- 
then it is intended that the whole question is 
looked into. Past errors must be forgotten and new 
remedial treatment carried out. 

Youth Club Centre 

An answer is still awaited from the Education 
Authorities about the use of the school sewage 
sys tern.
